them." 


The board recommended sev- 


eral design changes for future 
flights, including the removal of 
electrical components and com- 
bustible materials from inside 
the oxygen tanks and rigorous 
testing, checking and qualifica- 
tion of the redesigned systems. 


Dr. Thomas 0. Paine, NASA 


administrator, said the agency 
would study the recommenda- 
tions and decide within a few 
weeks what changes to make. 


"We will not fly Apollo 14 to 


the moon until we are confident 
that we have done everything 
necessary to eliminate the con- 
ditions that caused or contribut- 
ed to the problem on Apollo 13, 
Paine said. 


Edgar M. Cortright, chairman 


of 
the 
eight-member board 


which prepared the 914-page re- 
port, was asked if he thought 
the 
recommendations 
would 


permit a December launch of 
Apollo 14. 


"My own view is that it will 


be a strenuous schedule, but 
they've been met before," he re- 
plied. 


The board said the chain of 


events leading to the April 13 
explosion started at the Been 
plant in Boulder, Colo., when 
the oxygen tank was completed 
and shipped to the North Ameri- 
can Rockwell plant in Downey, 
Calif., with "a loosely fitting fill 
tube assembly." 


At Downey, the platform on 


which the tank was mounted 
was dropped accidentally about 
an inch, and the report said this 
probably jarred and displaced 
the loose assembly.

WASHINGTON (AP) 


dent Nixon polished his special 
economic report to the nation 
today as reports of rising unem* 
ployment, faltering profits and 
high interest rales continued to 
mount. 


Ohe government report Mon- 


day disclosed 
manufacturer's 


profits dropped to their lowest 
level in 2'/a years because of the 
economic squeeze. And a re- 
gional Federal Reserve Bank 
described the downturn as a 
mild recession. 


Nixon closeted himself in his 


hideaway office next door to the 
White House Monday to work on 
the report, scheduled to be de» 
livered to the nation at noon 
Wednesday (EDT). 


While Nixon worked in seclu- 


sion, 
the Securities and Ex- 


change 
Commission and the 


Federal Trade Commission re- 
ported manufacturers' after-tax 
profits dropped 18 per cent dur- 
ing the first quarter of the year. 


Profits reached the lowest lev- 


el in 2'/2 years, the agencies 
said in their quarterly report. 


The Federal Reserve Bank of 


Minneapolis broke with its par- 
ent Federal Reserve Board and 
11 sister banks by calling the 
current economic downturn a 
recession. 


The Minneapolis bank said in 


its monthly statistical report 
that Minnesota and its neighbor- 
ing states are "feeling the ef- 
fects of the mild recession cur- 
rently in progress in the nation 
as many business indicators are 
displaying characteristics of a 
downturn." 


A White House economist, ap- 


pearing before a congressional 
hearing, predicted no decline in 
interest rates or unemployment 
for the remainder of the year. 


Herbert Stein, a member of 


the Council of Economic Advis- 
ers, said the 5 per cent unem- 
ployment rate should continue 
and "rates of interest will de- 
cline but a little." 


However, he said, "We be- 


lieve the rate of inflation will be 
subsiding in this year." 


The Minneapolis bank's de- 


scription of the current econom- 
ic situation as a mild recession 
is not likely to spread among 
other reports by federal agen- 
cies since the administration 
has studiously avoided using the 
word. 


The manufacturers' profits re- 


port released Monday, however, 
added to the gloom of govern- 
ment officials who privately ad- 
mit economic policies are living 
up to expectations. 


After tax profits during the 


first quarter of this year were 
$6.9 billion on sales of $170.4 bil- 
lion, the lowest profit margin 
since the third quarter of 1967. 


Sales in the first quarter were 


5 per cent above the preceding 
quarter, but profits dropped 14 
per cent. 


The heaviest impact was felt 


by manufacturers of durable 
goods: 
automobiles, 
air- 


planes, 
metal working mach- 


inery and furniture. 


Profits of nondurable indus- 


tries such as food and clothing 
dropped less than 11 per cent, 
from $4.2 billion to $3.7 billion. 


Improvement 
District Is 
Upheld 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


state Supreme 
Court upheld 


Monday an act that homeown- 
ers in Cherokee Village contend- 
ed was an unconstitutional dele- 
gation of legislative powers. 


The property owners contend- 


ed that the act permitted an in- 
dividual or group of persons to 
select boundaries for a proposed 
improvement district in a way 
that they would own most of the 
land in the district and could 
exercise taxing powers over 
others. 


The law provides that prop- 


erty owners with the majority 
of land and valuation in the dis- 
trict elect the district commis- 
sioners. 


The property owners claimed 


that after they bought lots in 
Cherokee Village, developed by 
the John A. Cooper Co., Cooper 
tased them through the irfl' 
provement district to finance 
development of other land. 


Associate Justice Frank Holt, 


writing for the Supreme Court, 
said, the legislature did aot sur- 
render any of its powers in the 
act. He said the proposed pur- 
poses for such a district must 
he approved by the county or 
circuit court and the various 
improvements for which a clis- 
trict may be organised and the 
powers it may exercise are set 
out in the law.

PINE BLUFF, Ark. (AP) -

Snyder leaves Pine Bluff High 


School armed with a back- 
ground of traits that earned 
him the title as the outstanding 
student to graduate from the 
area's seven high schools this 
year. He is also armed with 
idea sabout the problems fac- 
ing the United States today, 
what caused the problems arid 
what some 
of the solutions 


might be. 
' 


"I 
like 
President 
Nixon," 


Snyder said, "I respect His 
courage in moving into Cam- 
bodia — a lot of students do, 
although they don't like it. We 
have had many discussion and 
debates about the move into 
Cambodia, both inside class and 
out." 


Adults would be surprised at 


how well informed the young 
people today are, Snyder said. 


"We are acutely aware of the 


problems, and we have the 
whole range of views repre- 
sented," he added. 


Personally, Snyder said, "I 


think it was a mistake to make 
the Vietnam War an American 
war ... I don't think (Presi- 
dent John) Kennedy would have 
done it ... Nixon showed cour- 
age in moving troops into Cam- 
bodia and it will possibly hasten 
the end of the war." 


"But 
if he (Nixon) 
keeps 


listening to his military advis- 
ers and not the representatives 
of the people, we may never 
get out." 


He talked at length about the 


violent forms of protest that 
young people are now turning 
to and gave this explanation for 
that well -known '•geherarTd'n 
gap." 


The young people — the "pdst 


war generation — are finding'it 
increasingly difficult to relate 
to "the society of their 
par- 


ents," he said. While parents 
were "powerfully affected by 
the experiences of the Depres- 
sion and World War II, it 
"means nothing to us ... The 
America we have known is a 
land of wealth and opportunity. 


Failure to communicate with 


adults has led many young peo- 
ple to "turn to protest as an in- 


strument of change," he said.- 


"So many young people who 


have lost 
faith 
in 
peaceful 


change have turned to vio- 
lence," he added. "The big 
danger is young people listening 
to militants who say they can 
only achieve change through 
violence, but authorities can't 
underreact and certainly can't 
overreact to violence. 


"The incident at Kent State 


University swayed some kids 
and made them hard-core radi- 
cals." 


What can adults and young 


people do to stop campus vio- 
lence? 


Communicate, Snyder said. 
Adults and young people 


could work to improve com- 
munication — or reestablish 
communications, as the case 
may be — through working to- 
gether in programs for young 
people, Snyder said. 


"If you give students some- 


thing to do ... something to 
work on, then you would be sur- 
prised 
at the constructive 


things they can do. People who 
say this generation is going to 
the dogs are wrong." 


Snyder said he felt that many 


adults were concerned about 
the lack of communications be- 
tween young people and adults 
and were "willing to work but 
they don't have the time." 


One activity adults should en- 


courage this summer is for 
young people to participate in 
the elections, he suggested. 


Working in a campaign this 


summer "is a good way to see 
changes," he added. "It's bet- 
ter than going into the streets 
and rioting."

Vietnam 
Position 
Clarified 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)—Form- 


er Gov. Sidney S. McMath said 
Monday that he favored a with- 
drawal of U.S. combat troops 
from Vietnam. 


McMath, a major general in 


the Marine Corps Reserve, ac- 
knowledged that his position 
was different now than that of 
several months ago when he 
suggested that a more vigorous 
prosecution of the war could 
achieve American aims in South- 
east Asia. 


He said the United States 


may have "given up any op- 
tions of winding it (the war) up 
successfully because the ex- 
penditures would be too great." 


"We have got to get out. We 


have got to withdraw," he said. 
"But there was a time when 
we could have done what need- 
ed to be done if our leaders had 
told the people the truth." 


He said he did not share the 


views of Sen. J. W. Fulbright, 
D-Ark., a war critic. 


"He wanted to get out years 


ago," McMath said. "I felt that 
had we exercised our options 
earlier we could have jonclud- 
ed the war more satisfactorily." 


He said he thought the nation 


had reached a point that it 
should withdraw from Vietnam 
and concentrate on domestic 
problems. 


He said if raids against Com- 


munist sanctuaries in Cambodia 
had been made two or three 
years 
ago 
President 
Nixon 


would have had congressional 
support. 


"But the war has dragged 


on," he said. "The people are 
disillusioned 
and the people 


won't support any other moves."

Take Town 
But Enemy 
Is Gone

KOMPONG SPfeU, Cambodia 


(AP) 
— South Vietnamese and 


Cambodian troops and armor 
smashed into this provincial 
capital and regional military 
headquarters today to find the 
large enemy force they had 
hoped to trap had vanished. 


A Cambodian general said the 


North Vietnamese and 
Viet 


Cong had retreated south and 
west of Kompong Speu, Which is 
30 miles southwest of Phnom 
Penh, but still had a strangle 
hold on Highway 4, Phnom 
Penh's only access route to the 
coast and to Cambodia's lone oil 
refinery there. 


Cambodian Brig. Gen. Sothen 


Fernandez told a newsman the 
elements of five enemy divi- 
sions were now in place north, 
west and south of Phnom Penh, 
apparently preparing for a push 
against the capital. Fernandez 
did not predict when the drive 
might start. 


Refugees 
reaching 
Phnom 


Penh earlier from Kompong 
Speu said Communist soldiers in 
the force that occupied the town 
had boasted of plans to attack 
Phnom Penh on Thursday. A 
Cambodian government spokes* 
man termed these reports "ru- 
mors," but defenses around the 
capital 
were 
being 
hastily 


strengthened. 
Diplomats 
in 


Phnom Penh have been predict- 
ing rocket attacks but doubt the 
Viet Cong 
and North Viet- 


namese will try an infantry as- 
sault. 


Cambodian and Vietnamese 


commanders gave varying esti- 
mates of the number of bodies 
found in Kompong Speu. The 
most mentioned figure was 150, 
but a Vietnamese general said a 
third of these apparently were 
Cambodian troops killed when 
the Viet Cong and North Viet- 
namese captured the town Sat- 
urday. South Vietnamese offi- 
cials in Saigon said their 4,000- 
man force which joined in the 
battle at Cambodian request 
killed 183 of the enemy and took 
three prisoners, while suffering 
four killed and 22 wounded.

Clarke, the Australian who owns 
almost all of the world's dis- 
tance running records, says the 
United States will never pro- 
duce a great, world-class dis- 
tance runner as long as he has 
to go to college. 


"Most of your great runners 


winds up going to college and 
when a runner has to go through 
your college system, he can't 
specialize,' Clarke said Monday. 


He said some great track 


prospects are developed in this 
country but "in college they are 
expected to run two and three 
races each meet. You can't pro- 
duce a world champion that 
way." 


The Australian ace said that 


the mile is "a favorite event, 
the glamor event here, but when 
was the last time an American 
won an 
Olympic 1,500-meter 


run? About 1912, wasn't it?" It 
was 1908. 


"It's pretty hard to run two 


races each meet for a whole 
season," he said. "Sure, it's glo- 
ry at the time and it's good for 
the school but it can't help the 
runner." 


He said Gerry Lindgren, for- 


mer Washington State star and 
the American record holder at 
three and six miles, "could have 
been the great American dis- 
tance runner of all time if he 
hadn't been injured so much." 


He said Lindgren' s injuries 


were due to too much "dou- 
bling" In dual meets. In 1966, 
1967 
and 1968, Lindgren won 


both the three and six-mile runs 
in the NCAA championships. 


"There are too rn.iny intrica- 


cies in long-distance running 
and you have to know all the 
tricks to be great — like run- 
ning at a sustained pace for five 
laps and then pulling ahead one 
big spurt to drop off your com- 
petition. 


Clarke called all his world re- 


cords "not very good. For ex- 
ample, it's ridiculous for me to 
hold the world two-mile record. 
I can't even break four minutes 
for the mile." 


His world two-mile mark is 


8:19.6 but he said someone like 
Kip Keino of Kenya "should be 
able to run 8:12 or so. That's 
where the record ought to be." 


Oregon freshman Steve Pre- 


fontaine was Clarke's choice to 
be the world's next great super- 
runner. 


"He has the confidence, the 


cockiness and he's prepared to 
gamble. He's got the courage to 
go out there and set the pace 
and dare his competitors to 
catch him He could be the next 
great one." 


Clarke 
confirmed that this 


season will be his last. 


"I'm 
33 and I should have 


hung them up In 196 8, after that 
Mexico City Olympic Games, 
But that was just such a fiasco 
4-because of the high altitude— 
that I thought I could postpone 
the inevitable and maybe try for 
Munich in 1972. 


"I had a reasonably good year 


last year and I still have that 
competitive urge when I go to 
the line, But I find I don't have 
the same competitive urge in 
my workouts and I'm just not as 
fit as I should be."

"It's not intended to be any 


sort of backlash to the peace 
movement," the 
muffin-faced 


former Army sergeant said to- 
day. 
"1 got in the habit of wear- 


ing red, white and blue after I 
won the Open a year ago. 


"I'll admit I'm a patriot. 1 be- 


lieve that if the boss says do 
something, we ought to do it. I 
only hope I have a little influ- 
ence. I'd like to see the country 
get united and pull together." 


As the new Open champion, 


the 36-year-old career military 
figure— 14 years in the Far East 
—has a fancy wardrobe but lit- 
tle variety in colors. It's all red, 
white and blue. A white shirt 
and red pants today; blue shirt, 
white pants and red cap tomor- 
row-shoes 
always 
three-tone, 


red, white and blue. 


However, Moody has not tak- 


en offense— as has Ben Hogan 
—at the sudden appearance on 
the tour of long hair, bell-bot- 
tom trousers, wide belts and 
other features of the mod look, 
which has come to be associated 
with hippies and anti-war pro- 
testors. 


"There are not many guys 


like that on the tour," Moody 
said. "I have no argument with 
them. I am just worried about 
all the division in the country." 


Moody was the 
dark-horse 


winner of the Open last year at 
the Champions Club in Houston. 
He got a personal telephone call 
from the White House and an in- 
vitation to lunch with the Presi- 
dent. 


The Open has been financially 


rewarding for the 200-pounder 
but not very beneficial to his golf 
game. He followed up his Open 
triumph with a victory in the 
World Series of Golf and teamed 
with 
Lee Trevino, 
the 1968 


champion, in winning the World 
Cup at Singapore. 
• 


On the tour; He hash't won"a 


tournament, finishing in the top 
10 only four times, missing the 
cut at Los Angeles, and, by his 
own admission, "winding up in 
the 30th to 50th slots more often 
than being in the top twenty." 


"It's been a hectic year for 


me," he acknowledges. "I'm a 
slow, easy-going guy. I'm not 
able to slam my clubs onto a 
plane, fly to one city, jump to 
another and show up at a tour- 
nament at the last minute. 


Orville took three weeks off 


before this year's open. He 
drove here with his wife, Doris, 
and three children— Pam, 8; 
Tod, 6, 
and 
Sabreena, 
3\4 


months. 


"It's been very restful. I'm 


relaxed," he said. "This is my 
kind of course. You can't attack 
it. You just have to play for 
pars and hope for an occasional 
birdie. I like my chances."

Brazil and Uruguay have both 


won the World crown twice and 
this meeting has a flavor of ven- 
genace for the Brazilian selec- 
tion, which suffered a disastrous 
defeat to Uruguay 20 years ago. 


It happened in 1950 when Bra- 


zil had built a huge stadium for 
the 
world championship and 


hoped to win its first title. 


Everything favored the host 


team, not only because it would 
have a partisan crowd but be- 
cause of its performance prior 
to the world contest. 


But Uruguay took the field 


against Brazil in the final game 
and walked off with a 2-1 victo- 
ry and ruined Brazil's planned 
celebration. 


Brazil later won the Jules Ri- 


rnet Cup in 1958 in Sweden and 
in 1962 in Chile. Uruguay, be- 
sides 1950, had won the first Cup 
games in 1930. Italy also has 
been the world soccer champ 
twice in 1934 and 1938.

Quota on 
Imports Is 
Likely Soon

WASHINGTON (AP) - Legis- 


lated quotas on textile and other 
imports 
are 
moving toward 


House passage—regardless of 
the position the Nixon adminis- 
tration is now formulating—top 
congressional sources say. 


So far, the administration is 


on record against such legisla- 
tion at least so long as there is 
•hope -of:"voluntary* agreements 
with Japan and other major ex- 
porters. The White House said 
Monday such negotiations still 
are under way. 


But there was rising specula- 


tion on Capitol Hill that Presi- 
dent Nixon, who is working on a 
general economic speech for de- 
livery Wednesday, may say he 
does not object to the limited 
quota bill backed by Rep. Wil- 
bur D. Mills, D-Ark., and some 
20 other members. 


Secretary of Commerce Mau- 


rice H. Stans, who outlined the 
administration's 
views 
last 


month before Mills' Ways and 
Means Committee, was to re- 
turn to the stand Thursday with 
a report on negotiations and 
their effect on administration 
policy. His appearance, howev- 
er, has been postponed until 
Monday, reportedly at his re- 
quest. 


The Mills bill would set quotas 


on imported textiles, footwear 
and apparel. They could be in- 
cceased in future years, but 
only in proportion to increases 
in U.S. consumption of the prod- 
ucts involved. 


However, 
a country could 


avoid the mandatory quotas by 
negotiating a voluntary limita- 
tion of exports into the United 
States of goods found to be caus- 
ing damage to U.S. industries. 


A source in excellent position 


to observe said that not only is 
the committee certain to ap- 
prove the bill-a majority of its 
members are cosponsors—but 
that it will be broadened. 


Aid will be provided other im« 


port'threatened industries, he 
said, although this probably will 
not take the form of quotas, 
Among the devices that might 
be used, the source said, are 
countervailing duties on goods 
whose export is assisted by re. 
bates of the producing country's 
taxes.

Vaccine 
Cuts German 
Measles 


NEW YORK (AP) - German 


measles vaccine appears to be 
reducing the incidence of the 
disease in states where the vac- 
cine is widely used, the National 
Foundation-March 
of 
Dimer- 


said today. 


Dr. Virginia Apgar, the foun- 


dation's vice president for medi- 
cal affairs, said 9 out of 10 
states with "high vaccine cover- 
age" have reported reduced in- 
cidence. Eight of ten states with 
poor coverage, she said, report- 
ed increases. 


"While the data are not yet 


conclusive," 
Dr. Apgar said, 


"they do offer encouragement 
that widespread use of the vac- 
cine among children may ulti- 
mately eliminate the disease as 
a threat to unborn babies." 


The federal government be- 


gan a $50-million campaign last 
summer with the aim of vaccin- 
ating 40 million to 60 million 
children between the ages of 1 
and 12, 


The vaccination program is 


directed at children to prevent 
the transmission of the German 
measles virus to women, If a 
woman contracts the disease 
during early pregnancy it can 
cause birth defects, 


Women are not being directly 


vaccinated because doctors fear 
infecting a woman who may be 
pregnant and not know it,. 


Thousands of birth defects re- 


sulted from the last epidemic of 
German measles-also called 
rubella or three-day measles- 
in 1963-65, 


Because German measles run 


in cycles, there could be another 
epidemic in 1971*73. The hope 
behind 
the vaccination cam* 


paign is to minimize Us effects, 


The 
campaign began last 


summer after the government 
first licensed a German measles 
vaccine, 


The 
National 
Foundation 


found a 37 per cent decline in 
rubella in the 10 states with the 
highest percentage of vaccine 
tion in children aged I to 12, The 
states with the lowest percent* 
ages reported a 54 per cent in- 
crease.

number of cases for the year 
ending May ?4, 1909 compared 
to tlw year ending May 2St 1970.

Idaho native who plays out of 
Palm Desert, Calif., won the 
16th 
LPGA title Monday with a 


four-stroke victory over favored 
Kathy Whitworth in an 18-hole 
playoff at Pleasant Valley Coun- 
try Club. 


Shirley, who forced the play- 


off with a birdie on the 72nd hole 
Sunday, went on a par streak 
in winning the $4,500 first prize 
•'and the biggest championship of 
her life. After she and Miss Whit- 
Vorth bogeyed the second hole, 
Shirley rattled off 16 straight- 
•pars to finish with a one-over 74. 


"It's an act of God that I won, 


I'm not kidding," Miss Engle- 
horn said. "The breaks come 
and the breaks go. Fortunately, 
they went my way." 


Miss Englehorn, who lost a 


bid for the championship when 
Miss Whitworth sank a 55-foot 
putt for a birdie on the final 
hole at Pleasant Valley in 1967, 
tied a record shared by Kathy 
and Mickey Wright. The LPGA 
was her fourth straight victory 
on the tour. 


"Four in a row seems almost 


unreal," said Shirley, who won 
only seven tournaments until 
this year. "Things just happen 
to be going right for me." 


Things have not always gone 


right for Miss Englehorn. She 
suffered a serious spinal injury 
in a fall from a horse in 1960 
and was out of action for one 
year. Then, in 1965, her left leg 
and ankle were mangled in an 
auto accident, forcing her to use 
crutches for several months. 


"The back still kicks up on me 


occasionally, but the ankle gives 
me the most problem," Miss 
Englehorn said. "The joints run 
but of fluid and I have to have 
periodic injections, like a lube

Call It Peculiar

HOT SPRINGS, Ark. (AP) - 


There's a peculiar street In Hot 
Springs, 


That is, if you want to stretch 


a point of two and call it a 
street. If you expect it to do 
ordinary things that ordinary 
streets do, such as begin some- 
where and go somewhere**for* 
get it. In that respect, Peculiar 
Is definitely peculiar. 


Tracking down the ways and 


wherefore of this interesting bit 
of turf is a task that is at once 
Interesting and likely to cause 
an Excedrin headache. 


But first things first. Where is 


Peculiar? Well, you go along 
Greenwood toward the through- 
fare called Albert Pike. Keep 
you eye cocked toward the left 
hand side of the street as you 
toward Albert Pike, and don't 
blink. If you do, you're lost. 


The first thing you'll see Is a 


street sign. It's in excellent 
condition, too — newly painted 
and everything* It says, with 
somewhat 
of a defiant air, 


"Peculiar Street." 


Now the trouble begins. One 


fork, which should extend to the 
left of Greenwood, isn't and 
doesn't. It's a lot with some 
very nice people living on it in 
a trailer. Yes, they say, this is 
Peculiar Street, or part of it, 
only it used to be more so in 
the 20s. 


Mrs. Bill F. Daniel, who was 


born In the area and has lived 
there longer than anyone else 
in the neighborhood, remem- 
bers a Peculiar Street back in 
the 20s that somehow got lost 
in the march of progress. 


Cross Greenwood looking for 


the other half or fork of "Pe- 
culiar" and you'll find more 
houses, a hedge and an unde- 
cided bit of dirt road that looks 
like it might have been some- 
body's driveway when it had 
some ambition. 


Don't panic. Pay a visit to the 


office of Ray Schneller, City 
Engineer and Planning Direc- 
tor, and ask "Why is Peculiar 
Street like that?" 


Ignore the looks you'll get. 


You'll be shown a series of 
plans that give you the history 
of Peculiar something like this:

Hie main difficulty in pin- 


pointing Peculiar is that three 
court house fires-*in 1978,1005, 
and 1913 •» destroyed a gnod 
many records. 


A look at a City Directory for 


1968 shows the only resident of 
Peculiar Street to be Kirs. Mat- 
tie Ball at 101 Peculiar. 


The 1969 City Director lists 


Peculiar as follows t 


"Peculiar Street - From 157 


Centerview East then South to 
Greenwood Avenue. Zip Code 
71901. 101 No return."

Within hours after her liushiuul 


died. Grace received M long dis- 
tance telephone 
call 
from 
his 


hrother. 


"Please hold off the funeral 


until 1 gel (here." he said. 


But Grace made him no prom- 


ises. In fact, the funeral was al- 
ready over by the t i m e the 
brother arrived. Shocked and an- 
gered, he filed a damage suit 
against Grace, demanding 
com- 


pensation for the mental anguish 
she had inflicted upon him. 


However, the court t u r n e d 


down the brother's claim. What- 
ever his moral rights may he. said 
the court, he had no legal right 
to be present at the burial 


(jenerallj 
speaking, the final 


"say" about a funeral belongs to 
the surviving spouse—or, in the 
death of a child. ID the surviving 
parents. This includes not only 
choosing the place of burial, but 
also fixing the lime for the pro- 
ceedings. 


Further, it includes even the 


method of burial. In one case, a 
farmer buried his infant son in 
a crude wooden box which he had 
put together 
himself. Indignant 


iclatives and neighbors had him 
arrested on a charge of failing to 
provide a decent burial. However, 
a court found no basis for the 
charge. 


"What would he regarded as 


entirely proper by one might be 
regarded as altogether unsuitable 
by another," said the judge. "No 
rule can well be formulated." 


It may be u different story, 


however, when someone takes on 
an 
a f f i r m a t i v e obligation to 


handle the funeral in a particular 
manner. This is the kind of obli- 
gation an undertaker owes toward 
his customer. Thus: 


An undertaker went ahead with 


a burial before the family of the 
deceased had arrived at the cem- 
etery. When the f a m i l y later 
haled him into court, he pointed 
oul that they had arrived 
after 


the appointed time. Nevertheless, 
he also conceded that the burial 
was not supposed to take place 
except in their presence. 


Under these circumstances, the 


court ordered the undertaker to 
pay damages. The judge said: 


"(He) was guilty of a callous 


assault upon the sensibilities and 
feelings of the bereaved."

Rubella Vaccine Is Best 
Given AFTER Childbirth 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


There has been some con- 


fusion 
about whether 
the 


new rubella vaccine should 
be given to women of child- 
bearing age. Authorities now 
agree that it can be given to 
such women only if there is 
no likelihood that they will 
become pregnant within the 
succeeding 
three 
months. 


Otherwise damage to the 
fetus may occur. An excel- 
lent time to give the vaccine 
is after childbirth before the 
mother returns home from 
the hospital. 


Q—What would c a u.s e 


drenching sweats and'a feel- 
ing of exhaustion about 10 
minutes after I eat a meal or 
drink alcohol? 


A—P r e f u s e sweating is 


often caused by nervous ten- 
sion and this may be ag- 
gravated

A—Although eight glasses 


of water a day are recom- 
mended it is possible to 
maintain your health on less, 
especially 
since 
there 
is 


some water in most of the 
food you eat. A better rem- 
edy for excessive sweating 
is to reduce nervous tension. 
The sweat glands cannot be 
removed as there are 60 to 
370 such glands in every 
square centimeter of skin-- 
fewest on the legs and hack 
find most on the palms. 


Q—What is hyperhidrosis? 


C.'an it be cured? 


A—This 
Is e x c e s s i v e 


sweating. U can't be cured 
but may be controlled by 
avoiding a hoi damp atmos- 
phere, heavy clothing and 
tension and by the use of 
local antiperspirants. X-ray 
treatment of the areas where 
sweating is heaviest is some- 
times used as a last resort 
but the results are not last- 
ing. 


Q—My husband has used 


powders, sprays and baking 
soda for sweaty feet and he 
has soaked them in alcohol 
and Clorox. He has changed 
his socks twice a day and 
changed from nylon to cot- 
ton without relief What do 
>ou advise'.'

dered alum in his shoes ev- 


ery morning and painting his 
feet, especially between the 
toes, with a five per cent so- 
lution of formaldehyde 
in 


alcohol 
every 
night.

cent solution is preferred.

Refunding of 
Stamp Tax Is 
Started 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


state Revenue Department Will 
soon begin refunding the $1,784,- 
730 in documentary stamp tax- 
es it had collected, Commission- 
er Bob Scott said Monday, 


The state Supreme Court de- 


clared the 1969 documentary 
stamp tax act unconstitutional 
Monday. The court said the act 
violated Amendment 20 of the 
state Constitution by creating a 
tax that can be used to pledge 
the faith and credit of the state 
to bonds without the consent of 
the majority of the voters. 


The tax had been collected 


and held in escrow pending a 
decision by the Supreme Court. 


Scott estimated that it would 


take 30 to 60 days to complete 
the legal work necessary for 
Chancery Court to enter a de- 
cree consistent with the Su- 
preme Court ruling. He said the 
department would begin refund- 
ing the tax collections within 15 
days of the completion of the 
work- 


State Sen. Raymond Heern of 


Jonesboro, who sponsored the 
tax legislation, said he was dis- 
appointed at the court's deci- 
sion. He had not planned to file 
for reception but said after 
learning of the ruling that he 
would "think about it for the 
next couple of hours and if 
there is someway J can file I 
will give it some considera- 
tion."
